Note: The famous writing table which King George III used in his library at 
old Buckingham House was made by William Vile in 1762. Its pilasters and slow- 
arched apron piece enclosing the full depth kneehole space, the catered and corbeled 
stiles, and the use of the keystone motive, as well as the jeweled ribbon moldings, all 
suggest a kinship with the present outstanding table, and work by the same skilled 
hand. R. W. Symonds, Masterpieces of English Furniture, 1940, published a hand- 
some pedestal writing table from Temple Newsom, Yorks, which repeats the slight 
ressault of the Buckingham House example, in conjunction with the rosette-chain, and 
classic leaf moldings favored by Vile; and states: “There are extant a. few mahogany 
writing tables and commodes which have similar characteristics to this desk, but none 
of these pieces has so far been identified as the work of any particular cabinet-maker. 
Perhaps one day the discovery of an example with its original bill will enable the 
identification to take place.” This identification has been furthered by Ralph Edwards 
and Margaret Jourdain, in an authorative study of these pre-Chippendale desks and 
other cabinet pieces, with recorded information: Georgian Cabinet-Markers, 1944.

He favored the acanthus- 
leaf for relief ornament, against surfaces of architectural severity, and used it in a 
highly original manner as trifid ‘clasps’ and scrolled ‘breaks’ in cabochon garlands, 
framing panels of handsome graining, or door panes; and balanced these with linear 
moldings. His individual designs, slightly antedating those of Chippendale, are ‘un- 
challenged by anything produced by Chippendale’s firm while working in the rococo 
style,’ and in contrast are always based on sound principles of design.
